Dr Michael Geokas Removed 
From VA Hospital in Martinez 


MARTINEZ 一 Dr，Michael 
Geokas Teceived notification on 
Oct. 8 of his pending removal as 
Chief of Medicine at the Mar- 
tinez Veterans Administration 
hospital and transfer to a similar 
Position at the smaller Livermore 
VA hospital. -He was advised to 
Teport to the Livermore facility ip 
early December. This decision 
made by Dr. Donald Custis，VA 
Chief Medical Director，culmin- 
ates Over Seven years of contro- 
versy over Geokas'behavior at the 
Martinez hospital ( 正 /WV 
9/15/82)， 

Geokas has been _ subject of a 
Six-year employment discrimina- 
tion complaint by Dr. 了 qdqmund 
Jung, aVA employee with over 30 
years of service. Jung sought and 
was awarded favorabjle rulings by 
the _ civil service commission，VA 
and finally，in June 1981，in 
federal court where the VA and 
Ceokas were found guilty of nine 
instanmces of discrimination.

Jung's complaint led to the 


successful community campaign， 
led by Chinese for Affirmative 
Action， to oppose “Geokas- 
appointment by Covernor Brown 
in 1977 to the state Board of 
Medical Quality Assurance.， Geo- 
kas，as result，removed his 
nomination from consideration， 
At the time of the court settle- 
Inent, Clarence Nixon，director of 


the Martinez hospital，did not 
foresee any further action on the 
complaint, Yet，soon after the 
settlement，'Nixon and Dr， 
Marguerite Hays，VA chief of 
staff, requested'a review of allega- 
tions made by“Concerned VA 
Physicians”that Ceokas har- 
rassed，intimidated and made 
obnoxious comments to _VA sta 任 . 
VA Medical Inspector Dr， 
Kenneth Lindsay and a team of 
VA physicians conducted thatil 
-investigation in August 1981， 
Immediately following， another 
investigation was called for by VA - 


officials and was completed last 


April by VA Regional Counsel in 
SF 

In a ten-page letter the regional 
counsel proposed Geokas ter- 
mination “based on (Geokas ) 
demonstrated inaptitude， ineffi- 
ciency and misconduct.” Geokas 
requested a hearing which was 
held last July that resulted in the 
transfer decision. 

Compounding the situation are 
numerous letters of support for 
Geokas by UC Davis colleagues， 
where Geokas holds a faculty 
appointment，，fellow ”phy- 
sicians， 42 VA house staff 
(medical students) and legislators 
including Assemblyman William 
Filante and Representative Vic 
Fazio, 

Geokas may lose his faculty 
appointment at UC Davis School 


of Medicine after his tramnsfer to 
the non-UC Davis affiliated 
Livermore hospital, In a reorgan- 
ization last month，Geokas Was 
relieved of his UC Davis chair- 
manship , 

Geokas' transfer to the 190-bed 
Livermore facility where he will 
Supervise 12 persons is being called 
a lateral transfer”with no-loss of 
position or salary，even though 
at the Martinez facility he cur- 
rently supervised 72 staff and 300 
medical students， 


According to Geokas” attor- 
ney, Ephraim Margolin, the trans-

“They (KPIX) are being pres- 
Sured by other groups (for special- 
jized programming) and want to 
develop a consistent policy,”Louis 
Hop Lee contended.， KPIX 
strongly encouraged Chinatown 
media advocates to follow the 
example of the Hispanic commun- 
ity to start community tele- 
vision and radio stations. (KPIX 
had previously programmed a

ces Lee, is that KPIX felt that the 
Simulcast segregated the Chinese 
community from mainstream so- 
ciety，

tion non-English speakers into this 
new' environment,”Frances Lee 
claimed. 

“Weknow without a doubt that 
people depend on the simulcast for 
accurate daily national news. The 
station feels that the program en- 
couraged the Chinese to perpetu- 
ate "old world ways'， We argued 
that the simulcast of national news 
helps ,the community to become 
familiar with issues affecting their 
daily lives. The bottom line is that 
the news simulcast is not on China 


News Simulcast Is 
Appreciated in C'town 


After San Erancisco's Westinghouse-owned KPIX- 
TV station abruptly decided to cancel the Chinese 
language simulcast of the 7 pm CBS Evening News 
last month，we did a little survey on our own. We 
found that during the past two years, there are dozens 
of Chinese language video-tape rental outlets opera- 
ting in 9an Erancisco and other Chinese com- 
munities throughout Cajlifornia. We dont have to go 
far to talk to those who come to rent tapes，since 
thbere are two competing stores im the same building 
whbhere 下 ast/West has its offices. 

Many of the video-tape customers readily acknow]- 
edged that they dont understand English well 
enough to appreciate programs in the regular chan- 

_nels. Some said that they know English，but stil 
prefer television programs made in Hong Kong and 
Taiwan. Others complained the local Chinese IV 
programs are too short，not interesting，with too 
manyads spliced in， 

However，nearly all those we talked with 

”， consider news programs imnportant. Most told us that 
the news simulcasts on KPIX-TV at 7 pm and on 
KGO-TV at 11 pm are the only broadcast tele- 
vision programs they watch. 

We are glad to see the management of 玉 PIX-TV 
willing to re-schedule the Chinese language mews 
simulcast for three months. We hope that during 
this time, the station and the community will arrive 
at a plan to continue the simulcast or find an alter- 
native Way to serve the Chinese American 人 
ity. :

Hom added that the falling 
jinterest rates may not be a true 
indicator of a coming recovery 
and was Uncertain about the 
implications of the recent flurry of 
activity on the stock market. 

“ 工 have a feeling that when 
things go up as fast as they did (on 
the stock market), there is going to 
be some indigestion when they 
come down,. Ithink the market is 
overdue for a correction,” cau- 
tioned Hom ， 

`“ FEELING 

But Hom was decidedly upbeat 
on the psychology of the economy， 
“People have to believe in them- 
selves. People are concerned about 
their jobs，but they have to start 
believing that the jobs will be 
there. This feeling of stability has 
to be there, The biggest obstacle to 
Tecovery is fear，It is _ this fear 
itself that could kill theieconomy.” 
If the psychological barTiers to 
Tecovery can be overcome，asserT- 
ted Hom，economic recovery can 
be achieved under Reagans poli- 
cies， 

Investment analyst Paul Louie， 
however，spoke of “Structural 
defects in the (economic) system” 
and was Unimpressed by either 
Reagan's speech or his policies， 

“This country is 记 much more 
serious shape than anyone is 
willing to admit either publicly or 
Privately. Recovery is going to be 
a_ long time coming and is not 
going to be as Tapid as people 
would like，I hope Reagan's 
Policies are right，but I dont see 
much sign of 让 . I don't see that 
what he's done has worked,”he 
Said， 

“IT feel there are very close 
parallels between now and the 
1930s. There are safeguards now 
(against a major economic coll- 
apse)，such as the SEC (Security 


and. 忆 xchange Commission) and 


the FSLIC (Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Corp.) but the 
problems are much more massive， 
The question is，will they be able 
to hold the line?” 

Louie discounted the signi- 


ficance of the recent stock market 
activity，calling 过 a “false glow 
against the horizon.… 

“The rally on the stock market is 
a desperate attempt by investors to 
convince themselves that we'Tre on 
the road to recovery，But when 
you talk about 10% unempbloy- 
ment，you cant convince the guy 
on the sidewalk ( that recovery is 
on the way),”said Louie，adding 
that it is little comfort to the 
unemployed that the unemploy- 
ment rate 这 merely a “lagging 
indicator.” 

Louie explained that the recent 
stock market activity really has 
little to do with increased indus- 
trial output，the true measure of 
economic recovery.“If II buy CM

REIMBURSEMENT 

The two major sections of the 
Plan deal with inpatient (hospital) 
and outpatient (clinic) care. 
Under the new state regulations， 
Dr. Carol Emmott，deputy direc- 
tor for public policy，cautioned， 
“The state should be a prudent 
buyer，Ppurchasing care from 
pIoviders， with cost-effective 
methods and adequate access.” 


Under this mandate; SF has 
determined that it would contract

Sophie Wong，director of

The actual number of Chinese 
registered voters in San Francisco 
is unknown,， and even an estimate 
is hard to elicit. “The figure of 
25,000 gets quoted a lot,”Regis- 
trar Patterson Said，His office 
keeps count of people who request 
election material in Chinese， 
which Chief Deputy Registrar 
Corwin said has been 3,000 to 
4,000 for years.” 


The office also defines as“Chi- 
Dese precincts ”any precincts 
Where more than 10 People ask for 
Chinese materials，For the Pri- 
mary elections in June，the city's 
Chinese precincts had 41,474 
Iegistered voters，and 18,138 of 
them cast ballots，This figure of 
course includes non-Chinese who 
happen to live in those- precinects，

Attorneys Attack Efforts 
To Oust Supreme Ct. Justices 


SAN ERANGCISCO 一 In a 
pointed staterment issued earlier 
this month;-State Bar of Cali- 
fornia President Anthony Murray 
from Los Angeles responded to 
what he labeled as“false and 
misleading statements”made by a 
newly-formed committee of poli- 
tical party leaders as part of its 
campaign to defeat three 
California Supreme Court Jus- 
tices whom Covernor Brown had 
appointed. 


Though the group claims to be 
non-partisan，and .trying not to 


_ politicize the judiciary，Murray 
challenges the claims -of the 
“Californians for Judicial Re- 
,iorm,”citing the group's lead- 


ers as evidence of the discrep- 
ancy. Its leaders are the Repub- 
lican candidates for Attorney 


| General，Lieutenant Governor 
vv and the Assembly，and a chair- 
| person of the Santa Barbara 
County Republican Central Com- 


mittee,，he pointed out. 


Its intended victims are Allen 
Broussard，Otto Kaus and Cruz 
Reynoso. 

INACCURATE 

Murray contends that the

Michael G. W，Lee，a SF 
attorney and member of the 
committee which evaluates judi- 
cial candidates，explained that 
applicants must be reviewed by 
the Commission .on Judicial Nom- 
inees 了 Evaluation and then a 
three-person panel composed of 
the Chief Justice, Senior Justice of 
the Court of Appeals and the 
Attorney Ceneral，After briefly 
noting that the commission found 
all three attacked iustices 
qualified， Lee went on to 


.elaborate on this. 


“Its a Tigorous procedure， We 
send out a lot of questionnaires to 
lawyers and judges，targeting 
those who can best judge their (the 
candidates`") work and personal 
quajifications. We also send some 
out to appellate judges and deans 
of law schools.

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Indochinese Farm Project 
Harvests Self-Sufficiency

SEATTLE 一 Fifteen Hmong 
and Mien families from Laos who 
recently settled in Washingtonstate 
:havejust celebrated the end of the 
first harvest season of their farm 
project, a demonstration program 
begun in January 1982 under the 
auspices of the State Commission 
on Asian American Affairs and 


”with the supPport of several church 


groups and other organizations， 


Thiough raipn fell on the approx- 
imately 125 farmers and their 
families，government officials， 
produce buyers and_ community 
Supporters who all tromped 


through the muddy farm plots, 让 


did not dampen their spirits or 
fun, according to Patty Somlow, a 
staff person from the， com- 
Imission . 

The farmers had big fires and 
big pots going，filled with pork， 
chicken，and freshly-grown corn 
and potatoes，Also， because 
让 was- a market day，some 
Set up tables from.which to 
sell their produce，The refugees 
Provided dance and mnusic enter- 
tainment， 

“It was a great celebration 一 


even iD the rain, 下 veryone felt 这 


was worth it to be out there and 
tour the plots,， They were im- 
pressed by the project,”Somlow 
Teported excitedljy. 


Located on county-owned land 
in the Sammamish Valley，abonut 
30 miles east of Seattle，the city 
with the state's largest concentra- 
tion of Asian Pacific Americans， 
the Indochinese Farm Project has 
given the newcoiners- the oppor- 
tunity tobecome self-sufficient 


and to learn farming techniques 
appropriate for use in the area. 
ON-THE-JOB 
OFriginally modeling the project 
after her experiences on an agri- 
cultural development in Yemen， 
Sharon Hart，full-time site man- 
ager employed through the com- 
mission，includes a marketing 
component in the on-the-job- 
training the farmers receive. 


They learn English skills，how 
to handle and count money and 
how to recognize good quality 
pioduce. They sell their more than 
25 varieties of produce to restatir- 
ants，or directly to the public 
through_ produce stands，church 
markets and other established 
markets Such as the Pike Place 
Market, a popular farmers” outlet 
in the heart of downtown Seattle. 


“At firstIwas very shy, butafter 
a few times it was easy,” related 
Chiotsoy Saelee about her exper- 
iences working at Pike Place 
Market. “I like working at the 
market because I can Sell what 
Tve been .growing,”she told a 
reporter for the Seattle Post- 
Tntelligencer， 


Confessing that none of the 
refugees can yet make a_ living 
through their earnings on the 
farm，Vivian Luna，executive 
director of the Asian commission， 
Devertheless felt that they enjoyed 
participating in the project.“A lot 
of them use the money to pay their 
rent, They"re happy seeing the 
concrete resuljts of their labor 一 
by selling the produce they grow， 
they get money to use to live.” She

further explained that the income 
earned varies according to the 
time each family spends on the 
Site, Previous farm experience and 
the soil quality of the individual 
Plots. 

The project has garnered the 
support of many individuals and 
groups. Church volunteer Cal 
Uomoto drives many of the 
refugees from Seattle to the farm 
site，and coord'inates other sup- 
port such as contributions of 
money and materials. 


Paul Waterman，a retired 
neighbor of the farm has lent his 
tractor to help dig up weeds and 
spent several days each week on 
the site. To help the refugees learn 
more about northwest farming 
techniques, nearby farmer Donna 
Osseward has planted a demon- 
stration garden at the farm. The 
local grange has also been suppor- 
tive and offered to help set up a 
produce stand 


FEILIPINO 

Hoping that the Hmong and 
Mien farmers will help fill the void 
left by the declining number of 
farmers who sell at the Pike Place 
Market, Louise Dix of the Market 
Preservation and Development 
Authority explained that the 
Filipino farmers atthemarkethave 
been working with the refugees to 
help them sell their vegetables and 
just to give them support. 


Despite all the positive aspects， 
however，some problems have 
plagued the project. Foremost has 
been the limited funds available to 
implement and maintain the 
farm. The bulk of the budget 
comes from a $3000 grant from 
the Asian commaission and apPIrox- 
imately $1500 from Private contri- 
butions. 


Because of the small budget, the 
farmers coulq neither Purchase 
equipment nor contract out for 
the enormous task of preparing 
land which had laidq fallow for 
over five years,， Hart said. A delay 
in the county's leasing of the 
property pushedq the project's 
starting date back several weeks， 
thus dashing hopes for a full 
harvest and maximurm profits， 


VANDALISM 

Some other incidents have also 
marred the Projects operation ; 
limited vandalism and a com- 
plaint filed with Covernor John 
Spellman and a host of other 
officials by a neighbor who 
believes that the water disposal 
System on the farm，though 
already inspected and approved 
by the Health Department，is 


Unsanitary. 

Fouyoon Saechao，a Mien 
leader in Seattle, in a story to the 
Post-Tntelligericer，praised the 
project for its role in helping to 
Testore self-esteem among the 
commtunity Immembers.“They need 
jobs so much. This js one skill they 
have，the only skill they could 
bring over with them except for 
blacksmithing and embroidery.” 


Attributing much of the farm's 
success to the coordination of ef- 
forts, Luna concluded,， “Look- 
ing at other (farm) Projects 
nationwide，this is one with 
concrete results，It has the right 
combination of state support， 
volunteers and resources 一 not 
enough still, but at least the right 
combination was brought to- 
gether.” 


OPTIONS 

Though money for the Project 
runs out at the end of December， 
Luna remains hopeful that other 
funds could come through to 
maintain Or even expand the pro- 
gram, The commission is current- 
]y _ considering different options， 
including submitting legislation to 
the state's lawmakers'to make 
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state-owned lands _ available for 
farming. 

In the meantime，Hart and the 
farmers have already begun 
Planning for their next harvest， 
jincludqing possible construction of 
a _ greenhouse in which to raise 
produce during the cdid winter 
months. 


“We forget that this area has a 
tradition of immigrant farmers: 
Italians, Japanese, Filipinos. Most 
of them started the same way， It 
took them years of hard work to 
build what they have now, It w 记 
be a_ struggle，but I think the 
Hmong and Mien will doit,” 口

SAN FRANCISCO 一 With 
shrinking- government funds for 
daycare facilities and growing 
need for such infant and child care 
facilities，Pparticularly within 
immigrant commtunities，in-home 
family daycare prIograms are 
growing: Last Saturday，Wu Yee 
Resource and Referral Center 
hosted a family day care regula- 
tions workshop which was atten- 
ded by 17 women. 


In past years，Wu Yee has 
offered _ intensive siz-month 
Programs on the subject using 
CETA funds，but because of the 
recent CETA cutbacks, this SaturT- 
day's seminar workshop was a 
one-hour introduction to basic 
safety standards required for state 
licensing，as well as discussion of 
the role of proper nutrition and 
edqucational methods， 

CONVENIENT 

“Were more interested in infant 
daycare than- pre-school， For 
infant daycare, theres only Rain- 
bow Pre-school,”explained Janet 
Lee，family qaycare specialist at 
Wu Yee and the organizer of 
Saturday's meeting. Rainbow Pre- 
school currently has 24 infants and 
toddlers，aged six weeks to two 
years, enrolled in its program; the 
60 names on the waiting list may 
face up to a years wait. Some ten 
family daycare facilities started up 
in Chinatown during the past few 
years have dwindled to three， 
mainly _ because of landlordq ob- 
jections， 


“There's more problems with 
ipfant daycare 一 theres just not as 
many community facilities，and 
only three family facilities in the 
Chinatown area. The mothers 
have to go out to work before their 
children are two and a half and 
eligible for pre-school Programs， 
and while there are more family 
facilities in the Sunset and Rich- 
mond， its not convenient for the 
mothers,”Lee explained，Young 
families who are new immigrants 


or have been here for two to three- 


years but lack relatives to help 
with daycare are PITime Users of 
infant daycare. 


“Mothers adjust (to the idea of 
daily infant daycare)，and though 
it's bound to be hard, 让 they really 
make up their minds theyre going 
to work，they have no choice,” 
Lee said. 

While providers caring for 
children from only one family 
need not get. a license，Tregard- 
less of the number of children in 
that family，those who care for 
more are required by law -to be 
licensed. Lee said that because of 
the stringency of fire safety 
redquirements of licensing for 
larger facilities 一 a maximum of 
12 children，with no more than 
four infants，and requiring a full- 
time assistant, at least 14 years old

After completing the applica- 
tions forms and submitting mega- 
tive tuberculosis tests for people 
living in the home, the prospective 
familyproviders will be visited by 
state licensing officials who check 
on basic safety features including 


Proper ventilation -0 他 gas stoves: 


and gas appliances; scTreened and 
properly operating fireplaces and 
open-faced heaters; Properly 
stored poisons, cleaning fluids and 
medicines; and protection from 
such potential threats as loose 
small rugs，Uunguarded stairs and 
unguarded electrical outlets，Fire 
extinguishers and a Smoke detec- 
tor device are also required , 
Licenses may take six 区 onths or 
longer to obtain，and are good for 
three years. 


“We prefer to encourage people 
who are already interested in 
children -一 perhaps mothers with 
children of their own who are 
interested in making a little money 
on the side， As a first factor， 
though，we like to see that they 
enjoy taking care of children,” Lee 
said, Rates for family daycare run 
roughly around $250 per month 
per child. All fees are taxable; but 
rent，food, toys and utilities may 
be deducted on a Pro-rated basis. 


While some may initially 
imagine infant care as merely 
providing a bottle every few hours 
and changing diapers accordingly， 
Wu Yee encourages the providers 
to provide stimulating as Well as 
loving _ environments for their 
young charges. 


”We emphasize stimulation.' 
Daycare is not just giving out a. 
bottle, as it used to be. We suggest 
that the providers try to plan 
activities for the infants，and we 
feed them ideas on how to really 
be a good daycare provider,”Lee 
explained. 

“Infants may require feedings 
every threeto four hours and sleep 
more than pre-schoolers. But there 
are Ways to provide a good 
environment for them 一 like 
reading stories to them，Pprioviding 
music, singing to them，exercising

them but by letting them crawl 
around and talking to them， 
Talking to them is really one of the 
most important，because they 
really do respond,” Lee suggested

For infants approaching two 
years of age,，more creative activi- 
ties With .crayons can be intro- 
duced，as well as some Practical 
coaching. 


“Wesuggest that providers with 
twWwo-year-olds try to prepare them 
for earthquakes，fires and other 
emergencies'by each _ month intro- 
ducing ”them to . different 
emergency sounds to ， help 
them, We find that it really does 
make an impression on -the 
toddlers and is very practical,” 
Lee said. 


Wu Yee advises all prospective 


providers to _ discuss with their- 


families 一 their children, spouses， 
relatives 一 the full imnpact of 
starting and running a family 
daycare facility，so_ that they all 
know what to expect，Lee said. 
Of the ten prospective providers 
who had attended a workshop at 
Ping Yuen last August, seven went 
into the Department of Social 
Services to apply for licensing; 
only one ultimately opted to open 
afaciljity. 

“We try to encourage others

Lang noted that technological 
modernization of Chinas armed 
forces is crucial to _ effectively 
counter the Soviet threat. 

“They're smart enough to 
realize that the (Chinese) troops 
along the border don't contribute 
much as a show of force， They're 
mostly a symbolic show of force; a 
Symbol of China's determination 
to counter any incursions,”he 
noted. 


He said that he had not seen any 


evidence of a resurgence of the 
“men vs， machines” argument 
Propagated by Mao Zedong over 
whether the ideological commit- 
memnt of the Chinese soldier is 
more important than the technol- 
ogical level of his equipment，
